According to a London journalist, 
the modern taxpayer has something 
to be thankful for. We are better | 
off in some ways in the matter of; 
taxes than they were a hundred or 
two hundred years ago in Europe. 
In 1695, for instance, there were 
taxes on bachelors, on widowers and 
those about tomarry. The younger 
Pitt taxed hats, candles, hearths, 
windows, watches, hair-powder, 
female servants, horses,christenings, 
deaths, births and burials. The 
bricked-up windows in many old 
houses in London show how house- 
holders evaded the window tax, 
Similarly, the introduction of a tax 
on hair-powder led to the introduc- 
tion of short hair.
